There never was such a wind on 
land or sea as that which will 
blow at the beck of scientists in 
Britain in the not-far-distant  fu- 
ture, says The Vancouver Provy- 
ince, 

A wnd tunnel is being construc- 
ted in Bedfordshire by the British 
air research to test and develop 
super-fast aircraft of the imme- 
diate future. The Ministry of Air- 
craft has stated in the House of 
Commons that Britain is “on the 
verge” of designing aircraft which 
will attain 700 miles per hour — 
faster than the speed of sound. 

To evolve a plane capable of 
withstanding stresses and frictions 
implied in such a velocity several 
tunnels are to be built in which 
air can be expelled with the force 
of 40,000 horsepower. Another 
tunnel, 25 times as powerful ag aay 
in existence today, will be capabie 
cf a blow equal to 100,000 horse 
power. 

The Bedfordshire air esearch 
station will be the largest .» the 


world. Its electrical plant, exelu- 
sively serving the station, will he 
as powerful as any now serving 


the light and power requirements 
of a city of a million inhabitants.

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MRS. SARAH THORNTON 
(Bancroft Times) 
(A Character Study by WJC.) 


Enjoying the hospitality ‘of Ban- 
croft friends for a few days brought 
in its train a renewal of acquaintance 
with Mrs. Sarah Thornton whom I 
am disposed to call Bancroft’s grand 
old lady. Mrs. Thornton was born in 
Dartford, Kent, a suburb of London, 
England, on February 28th, 1853, but 
lived in Camberwell, London for over 
twenty years before coming to Can- 
eda in 1884. Among her many prized 
possessions is a Bible which though 
given most frequent reading is in an 
excellent state of preservation. It was 
presented to her on July 25th, 1884 
by John Richardson, D.D. Vicar of 
Camberwell ‘and Archdeacon of South- 
wark for 20 years connection with the 
Sunday School. Her father worked in 
a gold refinery on Wood Street, 


Cheapside, London, and out of her 
excellent memory of those bygone 
days, she is able to furnish interest- 
ing stories of her visit to the scenes 
of her father’s labours; also. among 
her treasurers are the medals and 
stripes worn by her brother, the late 
Sergt. William Treadwell, of the Roy- 
al Artillery. One of these medals is 
the Khedive Star for service in the 
Egyptian campaign. Another has 
three bare—-Suaken 1885 El Teb and 
Suaken 1884. The third with the head 
of King Edward VII inscribed is for 
Meritorious Service in the South Af- 

pan War; while the fourth is the 
D.C.M. with her husband who passed 
away ten years ago at the age of 77. 
Mrs. Thornton came to their farm at 
Bird’s Creek fifty years ago. They 
were married at Niagara on the Lake 
by Rev. Dalton McMurray. Mrs. 
Thornton recalls that it was quite an 
idea in the years of her residency at 
Niagara for folk to walk under the 
Falls. It never appealed to her to be 
just the thing to fly in the face of the 
Creator, as she termed it. Mrs. 
Thornton has a philosophy which is 
really bracing as the writer was tak- 
ing farewell of her at the door of her 
daughter's. home where she resides, 
she pointed to the green verdure 
clothing the landscape and said, 
“Green must be good for the eyes or 
God would not have made so much of 
it”. A remark about the superabund- 
ance ™& rain brought the rejoinder, 
“So long it does not ireone,. we 
should not mind the rain. The crops 


-will do alright. He knows best what 


to send us". Referring to relatives 
and friends no longer nigh, she re- 
marked “For every friend my Father 
takes away from me, He seems to 
put two-in their place. Well, we will 
all bear the same name by and by.” 
She is thankful that the European 
part of the War is over and said in 
regards to the Japs “I have not much 
respect for them, but they are God's 
creatures anyay.”’ Turning to the 
writer, she said “Did you have anyone 
to think of you on Father's Day?” 
The answer had to be in the negative. 
“Too bad" replied this generous soul. 
By a coincidence, the writer was in 
Seaford Sussen at the time her son, 
Private Jimmy Thornton of the 6th 
Reserve Infantry passed away, like 
so many at that time from the flu 
This was on October 23, 1918 and her 
snapshot of the cemetery near the 
North Camp of those days was fam- 
iMar to the writer since he had been 
one of the bearers for a Sergt Giles, 
who was interred for a while there 
before being reinterred in a cemetery 
in York, England. Mrs. Thornton, who 
is living with her daughter, Mrs.

China Plans 100,000 
Miles Of Railways 


During the war China has lost 
most of her railroads. However, 
she plans to build a railroad sys- 
tem with 100,000 miles or rails, 20,- 
000 of which is to be built within 
ten years after the war. 

The Chinese railroad engineers 
and personnel have been the last 
to retreat from places taken by 
the enemy and they are now the 
first to enter regained areas. 
They have moved rails by hand 
over long distances. They have 
built bridges where it was thought 
bridges could not be built. They 
have improvised with €quipment 
never before thought of in _ rail- 
road_ building. But in spite of 
all this, China is left with less 
than a tenth of the railroad lines 
she had before the war, which 
was approximately 13,000 miles 
or railroad, 

Lack of railroad equipment has 
been the biggest of China's prob- 
lems since the war began.

Refrigerators Soon 
On Market Again 


Restrictiona on the production of 
electric refrigerators in Canada 
have been removed and according 
to reports’from the industry “a 
few thousand units will be on the 
market’ toward the end of this 
year,” the prices board has an- 
nounced. 

H. H. Foreman, co-ordinator of 
Capital equipment and durable 
goods, said that after the conver- 
sion of plante to the manufacture 
of refrigerators had been com- 
pleted by the industry, production 
should increase rapidly, But it 
would take an extended period 
to stock all distributors from coast 
to coast. ‘ 

Prices for the new refrigerators 
would be established at 1941 basic 
period levels, the board statement 
sald, 

The board said that with pro- 
duction of electric refrigerators 
being resumed in the United 
States, Canadian manufacturers 
would get assistance in obtaining 
priorities for imported materials 
and component parts. 

Production of electric refriger- 
ators was halted in Canada in 
104%. Limited numbers of units 
were released to dealers during 
1943 and 1944 from stocks built 
up before manufacturing ceased.

Like The Plague 


Learn. To Identify The Plant 
Then Stay Away From It 


This is the season of the year. 


when the Press warns people 
against coming in contact with 
Poison ivy. With the approach of 
the vacation season and the de- 
sire to get out into the open, pol- 
son ivy becomes a danger which 
should be avoided, says The Strat- 
ford Beacon-Herald. 


According to Acting Health 
Commissioner Frank A. Calderone 
of New York City, no substance 
has yet been discovered to pro- 
tect people from the poison if they 
come in contact with the plant. 
The only way to escape is to avoid 
handling it. 


Poison ivy is easy to tdentity. 
It is a shrub or vine which us- 
ually twines around tree trunks 
or runs along old stone walls. The 
leaves always grow in groups of 
three. Their color is a handsome 
reddish bronze in the early Spring, 
a deep rich green in the Summer, 
and russet in the Fall. The plant 
bears clusters of whitish, waxy 
berries,

Britain Trained 
Army of Spies 


Vast Secret Organization 
Ready To Carry On If 
Britain Invaded By 

Germans 

Britain had thousands of trained 
spies and guerrilla fighters ready 
to work behind German lines in 
Britain if the enemy had made a 
invasion across the 
Channel during the war, it has 
been disclosed, 

Until: a month ago this under- 
ground organization was s0  s¢- 
cret that few outsiders even knew 
it existed. Those who did were 
unaware whether their best friends 
or next-door neighbors were mem- 
bers. 

Giving details of the organiza- 
tion for the first time, the War 
Office described it as “one of the 
most interesting and _ colorful 
chapters in our anti-invasion 
plans.” 


Spies and Guerillas 


The organization was divided 
two distinct branches. One 
wag an elaborate set up of guer- 
rilas armed with automatic wea- 
pons, explosives, knives and gren- 
ades. The other was equipped 
with seéret radio sets and all the 
paraphernalia needed in spying 
behind enemy lines.

Day by day they are help- 
ing the veteran to overcome the prob- 
lems of civvy street that he meets 
on his return. 


ALL ABOUT RATIONING 


Biggest Wartime Prices and Trade 
Board story for months has been the 
announcement of the return to meat 
rationing. There are three important 
phases to the meat rationing news 
so far, These are the announcement 
itself, slaughter control coming into 
effect, and the details about meatless 
Tuesdays and Fridays in public eat- 
ing places-—the firat of which days 
was Friday, July 13. 

1. The announcement of meat 
rationing.—Donald Gordon, Chairman 
of the Wartime Prices and Trade 
Board, stated that the individual con- 
sumer meat ration will be two pounds 
per week on a weight carcass basis-- 
the same ration as set formerly. This 
works out to about one pound and one 
third per person per week of actual 
meat. 

The ration machinery will be morc 
complicated this time than last, Mr. 
Gordon said. Ration tokens for small 
purchases will be used. Practically 
all meat will be included in the new 
ration plan. This means that livers, 
hearts, kidneys and other fancy 
meats will be on the list whereas 
they were omitted from the previous 


ing regulations; and. provides an ¢s- 
tablishment of quotas to maintain a 
balance between export requirements 
and domestic needs. The administrator | 
of meat and meat products sets quo- 
tas for all livestock slaughtering. 

Farmers may still slaughter with- 
out permit for their own or their 
neighbours’ requirements but under 
these requirements must be sold only 
to the holder of a slaughter permit 
who must in turn stamp the meat and 
submit a record of purchase. 

Permit control was dropped in| 
August, 1944. Permits are now re- | 
quired for commercial slaughtering of | 
all livestock. 

When consumer coupon rationing | 
recommences, all persons holding 
meat in cold storage lockers will have | 
to surrender coupons as the meat 1s | 
lremoved from the locker. 

3. Meatless Tuesdays and Fridays—- 
These started Friday, July 13.. Res- 
taurants and other public eating pla- 
ces may not serve meat in any guise. | 
This mé&ne that such dishes as stews, 
spaghetti, hamburgers. canned pork | 
and beans and kitchen-prépared pork 
and beans with strips of bacon 
not be served Tuesdays and Fridays. 

On these days fish and poultry, 
milk products and eggs will replace 
meat dishes. Restaurants may serve 
sdup of which meat is an ingredient. | 

Meatless days cover the full twenty- 
four hours of the day concerned.

For hundreds of years mankind 


has existed in greater safety and- 


comfort because of asbestos. Still, 
even today, man wonders at the 
mystifying properties of asbestos to 
resist weather, wear and particular- 
ly fire and heat. Although. the 
early Romans used lampwicks of 
asbestos in their temples and wrap- 
ped their dead in asbestos cremation 
cloths, though Marco Polo saw the 
great Kubla Khan use it in Tar- 
tary, and Charlemagne dressed his 
feast tables in asbestos cloths, we 
are intrigued when a sauor, dres 
sed in an all-covering suit of as- 
bestos, walks unconcernedly into 
sheets of flame to rescue an airmim 
from a burning plane on an air- 
craft carrier’s flight deck. 
Canadians are particularly inter- 
ested in asbestos since Canada pro- 
duces more than 70% of the world’s 


enough to dull a-knife yet adit 
enough to be fluffed into silk. 
smooth masses with the fingernail, 
asbestos was dicovered in Quebec 
in the "70s, near Danville, the 
area from whence comes the Do- 
minions’s world-leading production. 
Authorities today expect the Quebec 
deposits to last more than 150 
years. 

The principa’ method of pro- 
curing asbestos is not really mining, 
but quarrying, the huge “mine” 
at Asbestos being nearly a mile 
across from rim to rim and sky- 
scraper deep at the centre. As- 
bestos is also. procured from 
regular mines, some of them more 
than 1.600 feet deep. In both 
systems, the rock is blasted loose 
with dynamite, giant shovels (in 
the pit) or chutes (in the mines) 
load it into cars which carry it to 


vital for battling flames in ships 
crashed planes. Its peacetime uses are vast. 
ed “crude” asbestos as it comes from the ore. 


electrical insulation, acoustical ma- 
terials, brake linings, wallboard, 
friction materials, cement, conduits, 
gaskets, packings, shingles, “floor- 
ing, paper, filtres, clutch facings, 
sewers and water pipes, etc. 

Fibres more than % of an inch 
long. are called “crude” and are 
highly valued for spinning or 
weaving. “Crude” asbestos is ham- 
mered, by hand with “cobbing” 
hammers, to separate it from the 
rock, Often this is done right in 
the pit. 

Asbestos-mine communities are 
usually covered with the fine dust 
that flies from the mills, and 
buildings become naturally insulat- 
ed against summer heat and winter 
cold. In some places, however, 
dust-control has eliminated that. 

Asbestos miners and manufac-
